San Francisco, April 12.—A_ ver- 


dict of acquittal was returned by a 


jury tonight in the third trial of Ros- 
coe ©. (Fgtty) Arbuckle on a man- 
slaughter charge growing out of the 
death of Miss Virginia Rappe, motion 
picture actress: The jury was out 
gix minutes. 

The defendant was deeply affected. 
He received the verdict with a great 
sigh of relief. There was no demon- 
stration, the court having warned 
against it. Mrs. Minta Durfee Ar- 
buckle, the defendant’s wife, cried 
quietly. Both she and Arbuckle shook 
hands with the jurors. 

The quick return of the jury was 
a surprise. 

Edward Brown, whose presence on 
the jury was objected to by the pros- 
ecution, was foreman. There was a 
slight delay when the jury returned, 
due to the absence of the district at- 
torney. 

Verdict by Acclamation. 
The verdict was by acclamation, 


‘the deliberation taking less than a 


minute. The additional time was con- 


sumed by details. 


Jurors and spectators crowded 
around Arbuckle and his counsel and 
finally bore him off to the jury room 
to congratulate him further. 

“Arbuckle has no immediate plans,” 
Gavin McNab, his chief counsel, said. 
“It was a splendid victory.” 

“The jury did its duty,” was the 
comment of Milton T, U’Ren, assist- 
ant district attorney. 

Christian Wold, one of the two al- 
ternate Jurors, said after the verdict 
that he had expected an acquittal 


} after a short deliberation. The other 


alternate was a woman, Both were 
excused shortly after the jury retired. 

The thira trial began March 6 and 
was marked by the appearance of ap- 
proximately seventy ‘witnesses and 
the calling of two of the defense wit- 
nesses before the county grand jury 
in connection with their testimony. 
The trial was longer than either of 
the previous hearings, consuming 
nearly five weeks. 

Emphasis on Experts. 

As in the previous hearings, much 
emphasis was placed on expert medi- 
eal testimony regarding the exact con- 
dition of Miss Rappe’s bladder before 
and after death. This testimony was 
based on an autopsy finding that Miss 
Rappe came to her death through a 
rupture, The prosecution presented a 
report by a commission of three path- 
ologists, appointed at the first trial, 
purporting to show that while the or- 
gan appeared to have been slightly in- 
flamed, this irregularity did not pre- 
The defense 
evidence was to the effect that Miss 
Rappe came to her death as the re- 
sult of a sudden crisis in a chronic 
illness, which led to a rupture. 

Witnesses subpoenaed to appear be- 
fore the grand jury were Miss Vir- 
ginia Warren, a nurse, and Mrs. 


‘ Helen Madeline Whitehurst, both of 


Chicago. Mrs. Warren, a new wit- 
ness, testified that she attended Miss 
Rappe in Chicago on one occasion 
when the girl gave birth to a baby. 
Mrs, Whitehurst repudiated a depo- 
sition which she admitted signing in 
Chicago, to the effect that she had 
seen Miss Rappe ill on a number of 
-eoecasions at the girl’s home. She 
expressed the belief that the deposi- 
tion was altered after she had signed 
it, and it was introduced into testi- 
mony as an altered document. 

14 Jurors Hear Case. 

As in the second trial, fourteen 
jurors heard the case, two of the num- 
ber being alternates. Four of the 
regular jurors and one alternate were

Almost Unbelievable In- 
humanities Brought to 
Light by Senate Board 
in Hearings. 


U. S. ARMY OFFICERS 
TESTIFY ON DEEDS 


Blood of 100,000 on Hands 
of the Anti- Bolshevik 
Forces, Says Lieutenant- 
Colonel.\

Washington, April 12.—Hitherto 
unpublished facts of an amazing na- 
ture, relating to the activities of the 
American expeditionary forces in Si- 
beria, have been brought to light be- 
fore the senate labor committee. 

The committee, acting under a res- 
olution introduced by its chairman, 
Sénator Borah, of Idaho, is investi- 
gating tbe admission to this country of 
General Gregorie Semenoff, anti-bol- 
shevist leader. Semenoff is now un- 
der arrest in New York city under a 
civil proceeding. 

Brigadier General William  S. 
Graves, who was in command of the 
American forces co-operating with the 
allies in Siberia, and Lieutenant Col- 
onel Charles H. Mogrow, witnesses 
before ihe committee, told of wanton 
murders, and almost unbelievable in- 
humanities practiced by the troops of 
Semenoff. They supported their tes- 
timony with scores of affidavits. 

The information they offered the 
committee wag contained in a report 
of General Graves to the war depart- 
ment, which never has been given to 
the public. 

Outstanding Facts. | 
Here are some of the outstanding 
facta offered by Graves and Mor- 
row: 

1. Frequent clashes occurred be- 
tween ihe Americans and the various 
commands under Semenoff, which, at 
times, threatened to provoke hostili- 
ties. 

2. Uncountei thousands of Sibe- 
rians, many of them women and chil- 
dren, were brutaliy murdered by Sem- 
enoff ‘forces, which also plundered the 
territory through which they operated. 

3.  Frotests of the Americans 
against the brutalities were ignored; 
they were countenanced by Russian 
generals. 

4. Two Américan soldiers were 
killed by anti-bolshevist soldiers with- 
out provocation, and Semenoff and his 
aides declined to punish those guilty. 


| §. A consignment of 126,000 rifles 


was shipped.from America for the use 
of Admiral Kolchak, anti-bolshevist 
leader, under whose command Sem- 
enoff was supposed to be. 

At the time the American forces, 
together with 43,000 Czechs, were pre- 
paring to evacuate, armored trains and 
troops under Semenoff were actually 
moving against the forces, Morrow re- 
vealed. Americans and Czechs, he 
said, had been obliged prior to that 
to disarm 45,000 of Semenoff’s men 
for their safety, and if it had not 
been for the interference of an “out- 
side power,” would have disarmed the 
entire Semenoff army. Morrow de- 
clined to reveal the identity of the 
“outside power.” 

Held Up Rifle Train. 

On another occasion Semenoff held 
up a train containing 45,00 rifles be- 
ing sent by Americans to Kolchak. 
Lieutenant Ryan, in command, was 
ordered to use the rifles for a barri- 
cade and fight if necessary to retain 
them. Kolchak sent two companies, 
machine guns and some field pieces 
against the train, and a battle nar- 
rowly was averted.

Courts Trying to Temper 
Mercy With Justice in 
Cases of Youthful Vio- 
lators, He Says. 


Expressing alarm at the startling 
number of youths hailed before the 
courts nowadays as criminals, Judge 
John D. Humphries, of the Fulton 
superior court, in an address Wed- 
nesday before the Masonic club, scored 
pool rooms and public dance halls as 
loafing centers and breeding places of 
criminal plots. 

The need of wholesale recreation 
centers for the young people, both 
boys and girls, and the necessity for 
better nume influerces was stressed by 
the speaker. He declared that in the 
majority of felony cases in his courts 
the defendants are white youths be- 
tween 16 and 24 years of age. 

“I believe the public should provide 
wholesale places of recreafion. We 
need more playgrounds and parks. Just 
as it is criminal for the individual to 
sell his character for dollars and cénts, 
it is criminal for the community to 
neglect to provide the proper recrea- 
tion tucilities, thus imperiling the 
morals of the young people.” 

Gireat Army of Boys. 

Judge Humphries declared that there 
is “a great army of young boys lit- 
erally tollowing a life of crime, and 
constanily coming before the courts. 

“When. the court asks these youths 
if they were aware before committing 
the crime of tne nature of the pun- 
ishment they were subject to, the de- 
fendants usualiy have replied that 
they were ignorant of the penalty un- 
til after the act. ; 

“Young white men under 25 are bur- 
glarizing our stores. They ‘are smash- 
ing windows and _ jooting business 
hou.s2s in the heart of the city. They 
are entering our residences while our 
|families. are away. Every class. of 
burglary is committed by boys. 

“Auto thefts are committed almost 
entirely by white boys. Why? Ne-| 
groes find it’ d'fficult to dispose of | 
stolen machines, As a rule negro au- 
tomobiie thieves strip a car of its 
tires and accessories and abandon it 
near the edge of the city. 

Temper Justice With Mercy. 

“These young white men must be 
punished, but in meting out the pun- 
ishment the courts are trying to treat 
the defendants with mercy. It is 
wisdom to give the courts and juries 
a broad discretion in imposing penal- 
ties. To determine guilt is one thing, 
but to determine the need of punish- 
ment is sometimes altogether differ- 
ent. 

“A great many crimes are being 
committed by what is known as pro- 
fessional criminals, and although they 
are not ‘hardened’ criminals, they 


have launched on a criminal career 
as their life profession. 

“For professional criminals the 
sword of justice should certainly be

Minerals of Kind Georgia 
Produces Come in for In- 
creased Tariff—Fight on 
Potash Duty.

12.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.!'—Produtts of 
Georgia and the south received both 
increased and lessened protection un- 
der the permanent tariff bill reported 
by the senate finanec committee Tus- 
day over the Fordiuey measure already 
passed by the house. 

While a number of the provisions in 
the house bill were contipued, on the 
whole, there is a preponderance in 
favor of decreased prutection of prod- 
ucts peculiar to the southern states. 

No provision was made by the sen- 
ate finance committee for cotton, 
which is the foremost product of the 
south, that commodity being left un- 
touched. 

Next to this item in importance, is 
the high tariff on potash. ove of the 
most important essentials in the man- 
ufacture of fertilizers used in the cul- 
tivation of cotton, On this item, the 
Fordney tax of 21-2 cents per pound 
for the first two years, 2 cents for the 
third year, 11-2 cents for the fourth, 
and 1 cent for the fifth year, was 
retained. The tax will be fought on 
the floor of the upper chambe®, how- 
ever, by representatives of agricultu- 
ral states, with the possibility of the 
agricultural bloc !eading the opposi- 
tion, as it has been charged that the 
protection provided unwarranted, 
considering the inability of the Amer- 
ican industry to manufacture a suffi- 
cient amount to supply a reasonable 
part of the demand.

Several speeches were made by 
trominent railroad officials, in which 
they discussed the best plans to be 
followed to prevent further scrapping 
and abandonment of short line rail- 
roads in Georgia. It was agreed that 
a state organization should be per- 
fected which would include officials 
of the short lines and citizens living 
on these lines. ‘The support of all 
farmers, merchants and business men 


who are served by the railroads will 


be enlisted in the organization, 
Will Meet April 18. 
“It was decided to hold a meeting in 
Atlanta at the Kimball house April 
18, to which all eitizens of Georgia 
interested in preserving the present 
status of the short lines and who want 
to assure their future operation will 
be invited. ‘ 
The legislative committee will take 
steps to see if any relief for the 
threatened railroads can be obtained 
from the state, and also will handle 
a movement for the adoption of legis- 
lation favorable to these railroads. 
One of the measures proposed for 
the relief of the lines is to have truck 
transportation lines declared common 
carriers and placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the state railroad commission. 
A suggestion was made to the rail- 
road men by P. J. Deghon, of the 
Mack Motor Truck Co., that relief 
could be obtained by the short line 
through the use of motor cars instead 
of steam equipment. He declared that 
gasoline driven cars have been built 
which can be used economically on 
railroad lines, and that they save 
much money in operating expenses.

Force as Debate Drags 
to End. 


Washington, April 12.—The 1923 
naval budget ran through hostile 
waters in the house today. 

As the weary end of solid hours of 
debate was reuched tonight, with less 
than a corporal’s guard on the floor, 
the air was filled with claims by 
leaders opposed to the bill’s provision 
for an enlisted force of 65,000, that 
votes enough had been pledged to 
beat it. _ 

This prediction, coupled with vio- 
lent attack on the measure, took the 
edge off Chairman Kelley’s smile, and 
once or twice he put on his fighting 
clothes. Time and again the chair- 
man broadly charged that back of 
the movement for a bigger navy was 
the desire of members from navy yard 
districts to increase the total appro- 
priation so that the activities of these 
establishments might not be curtailed. 

Suggestions from some sources that 
the committee add a little to its per- 
sonnel strength were cast aside by 
Chairman Kelley with the declaration 


that the bill had to stand or fall a8 | 


reported, and that if the enlisted fiz- 

ure was raised to 85.000 there would 

be a record vote in the house, 
Speeches Against Bill. 

Most of the speeches today were 
against the bill. Representative Mc- 
Arthur, of Oregon, republican mem- 
ber of the naval committee, in an- 

ouncing that he would offer an 
mendment providing for 86,000 men, 
told the house it ought not to shift 
the responsibility of writing the bill 
to the shoulders of the senate. 

“Face the issue squarely here and 
don’t pass it along to the senate to 
give the navy enough men to maintain 
the treaty ratio,” he declared. 

There was a constant squabble over 
the enlisted strength of the British 
and Japanese navies, the stateinent 
being repeatedly made and denied that 
their figures were greater than those 
allowed the American navy under the 
hill. Representative Rogers, repub- 
lican, Massachusetts, intimated that 
the committe had obtained its esti- 
mates from the British embassy here. 

Asked by Mr. Rogers if he had been 
in “direct personal contact with the 
Rritish and Japanese embassies,” 
Chairman Kelley said he wonld refuse 
to answer anv such question,

Row in Disabled 
Veterans Chapter 
Ot Macon Ends 


Macon, Ga., April 12.—(Special.) 
Major E. J. Peacock was officially de- 
clared commander of the Macon chap- 
ter of the Disabled American Veterans 
of the World War, at a meeting of the 
organization here tonight when H. SS. 
Frierson, state vice commander, of 
Atlanta, representing the state depart- 
ment of the body, presented the final 
decision of the state officers in re- 
gard to the factional controversy 
brewing in the chapter for the last 
week or two. The resignation of the 
adjutant, J. E. Touchstone, was re- 
quested in the decision read by Mr. 
Frierson, which had the approval of 
the national headquarters. Touch- 
stone’s resignation was requested, Mr. 
Frierson said, for false evidence sub- 
mitted to state officers in connection 
with the controversy. 

There was every indication tonight 
that harmony had been restored in 
the organization, R. W. Epps, leader 
of one of the extinct factions, made a 
short talk, in which he deplored hasty 
action on his part and bespoke for the 
organization the loyalty of his follow- 
ers and assured the chapter that the 
past would be buried as far as he was 
concerned. 

The chapter was asked by Mr. Frier- 
son to vote either for or against the 
cancellation of the charter, and it was 
unnnimously voted to retain it. 

Major Peacock later presented his 
resignation as commander, but by a 
unanimous vote the chapter refused to 
accept it. Mr. Epps seconded the mo- 
tion not to accept the resignation.

The state railroad commission Wed- 
nesday issued an order establishing 
reductions of 15 cents a thousand 
cubic feet in the gag rates at Savan- 


nah and Valdosta. 

The rate in Savannah was reduced 
from $1.60 to $1.45 a thousand net. 
The rate in Valdosta was reduced 
from $1.90' to $1.75 net, according 
to an announcement made by Com- 
misisoner James A, Perry. 

Evidence in the cases of the Sa- 
vannah Gas Light company and the 
Valdosta Gas Light company was 
submitted to the commission at a ses- 
sion held March 15. 

The commission now is considering 
the gas rates in eight other Georgia 
cities, evidence in these cases having 
been submitted in March.

He was 
the author in the house, as chairman 
of the house agriculture committee, of 
the famous “Lever act,” which estab- 
lished the rules governing the food 
administration, directed by Herbert 
Hoover. Under this law, provisions 
were established to prevent profit- 
eering and it played an important part 
in the war work of conserving food- 
stuifs.

raised from $7.50 to $10 per ton, with 
precipitated barium sulphate at 11-4 


cents per pound. 

Peanuts, both shelled and unshelled, 
will receive a lesser protection in the 
senate bill. In this connection, the 
house measure provided a tariff of 
3 cents per pound for the shelled va- 
riety. the senate finance bill reducing 
the figure to three-quarters of a cent. 
Pecans, unshelled were likewise re- 
duced by the senate from 2 to 1 cent 
per pound. All kinds of walnuts were 
raised from 2 1-2 to 4 cents per pound 
by the finance committee report. 

Another product,. peculiar to the 
state and the entire south—that of 
cottonseed oil—was granted increased 
protection by the finance committee 
from 2 cents per pound to 3 cents. 
This is estimated to be about 27 1-2 
cents a gallon, and will be reflected 
to some degree in the price of the 
raw product accruing to farmers. 


House Provision Continued. 


The house provision of one-third 
cent per pound on cottonseed was 
continued by the senate report. This 
will impose a tax of $6.66 2-3 
per ton on the imported _ ar- 
ticle. The senate report also con- 
tinued the Fordney provision of 4 
cents per pound tax on peanut oil, in 
which a great number of southern 
jucers have been interested. The 
is equivalent to approximately 30 


-eents per gallon, experts have de- 


clared. 
Other commodities produced in the 


south will not be changed to ’ 
marked degree by the senate bill 


stands. 

Plans are already being considered 
for opposing certain phases of the 
measure by the farm group in the up- 
per chamber, and it is thought that 
before the measure becomes law the 
general contour of the legislation will 
be different. ‘The item bearing on 
the protection of the small potash 
industry is expected to form one of 
the major subjects to which this group 
will give its attention. It is known 
that southern senators wil fight the 
tax almost wholly, and although pot- 
ash is more widely used by cotton 
farmers, western senators will offer 
their opposition, they say. 

During the consideration of the 
Fordney bill in the house of represent- 
atives Representative W. W. Larsen 
and Judge Charles H. Crisp, of Geor- 
gia, conducted the agricultural fig’ 
against the potash tax.

INCREASE IN RATES 
ASKED IN RESOLUTIONS. 

Washington, April 12.—Resolutions 
asking an increase in rates on south- 
ern products and reindorsing the 
“American valuation plan” were 
adopted today at a special meeting of 
the Southern Tariff association. 
Chairman Fordney, of the house ways 
and means committee, and Senator 
Frank R. Gooding, of Idaho, addressed 
the delegates, who represented 51 in- 
dustries in the southern states.

PROTEST EVICTION 


Inquiry to Be Started to 

Determine Facts in tbe 
Charges Made in Coal 
Strike. 


Washington, April 12.—Protests 
against alleged eviction of mine work- 
ers in Kentucky and Tennessee from 
company-owned house were made to- 
day by union representatives to the 
labor department and the house labor 
committee. Director Kerwin of the 


labor bureau of conciliation, who met 
the delegation in the absence of Sec- 
retary Davis, said an inquiry would 
be instituted at once to determine 
the actual facts. 

The protests were made by 8S. A. 
Keller, president of district 19 of the 
linited Mine Workers’ union; John 
Brown, one of its organizers anid 
James Lord, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
said the evictions threatened around 
Knoxville, Tenn., will “cause untold 
misery and throw thousands of wom- 
en and children out on the highways, 
though mine operators have already 
dozens of unoccupied houses.” 

The general embitterment of the 
strike situation will be greatly in- 
creased, they argued, if the policy is 
enforced and they ask that the gov- 
ernment assist in meeting their claims 
for retention of the residences by the 
miners. 

It was asserted that the evictions 
are threatened generally in the min- 
ing fields around LaFollette, Cross 
Mountain. Clairfield and Peabody, all 
in Tennessee; and Tejay, Bosworth, 
Coxton, and Colmar, in Kentucky. 
In all this territory, as in practically

all of the other unionized mining 
fields, miners have been on strike 


since April 1.

Consider the Michigan Sheep. 


Ninety per cent of the dogs in 
Cleveland, Ohio, according to Dr. Ma- 


rine, have goitre. I have referred 


here to the studies of Drs. Marine’ 


and Kimball, in the prevention of 
goitre in school children in Akron, 


Ohio. 


Sheep, swine, mules, horses and 
pigs are subject to goitre. Drs. Ma- 
rine and Lenhart found goitre preva- 
lent among brook trout in some hatch- 
eries, Rats and mice:are known to 
have goitres. 

In the early days of the sheep rais- 
ing industry in Michigan, such a large 
proportion of the anigpais developed 
goitre that the business became un- 
profitahie for the farmers. The aban- 
doument of sheep raising in Michigan 
was imminent when it so happened 
that some salt mines were opened up 
near Detroit. Up to that time the 
Michigan sheep had been fed salt ob- 
tained from distant sources. Now, 
these farmers who fed salt from the 
new mine soon noticed that their sheep 
improved, and were better in every 
way, the young being born without 
itre and showing no tendency to 


4 
develop goitre. Investigation showed 


that the salt from the new mines was 


impure; one impurity in it was a mi- 
nute quantity ot iodine—which saved 
the sheep industry of Michigan. 
Experience has amply demonstrated 
that minute daily doses of sodium 
iodide or of tincture of iodine given 
in the drinking water or in the table 
sait are perfectly safe, and will pre- 
vent goitre in children. Drs. Marine 
and Kimball, whose success in the 
prevention of goitre in Akron school 
children I have described here, first 
advised giving turee grains of sodium 
iodide daily for 10 days, the iodide 
being dissolved iz. the drinking water. 
Later rhey announced that smaller 
quantities wou.d suffice. One drop 
of tincture of icdine may be given in 


at least a glasstui of water every day } 
for three or four weeks, twice a year. | 

For a person using an individual | 
salt cellar, sodium iodide may be in- | 


corporated in the table salt, in the 
proportion of five grains to the pound, 
for habitual use. 

Certain foods contain iodine and 
should be sought and used daily in 
the diet of persons with a tendency 
toward goitre. Among the iodine con- 
tainting foods are the following: 

Shrimp, crabs, lobster, smoked her- 
ring, oysters, fresh salmon, fresh cod, 
anchovies, green peas, green beans, to- 
matoes, white cabbage, bananas, &s- 
paragus, grapes. 

The source of iodine is the sea. Sea 
water snd sea salt contain much io- 
dine, and the use of both as condi- 
ments has been acvocated by one not- 
ed investigator whose teachings I re- 
cently queted here.

Answer—Grapcfruit and lemons are 
wholesome to eat, though I cannot 
say they clean the body or the blood.

If your appetite calls for 
milk with your lemon or grapefruit 
the combination is perfectly whole- 
some, though generally this combi- 
nation does not appeal to appetite. 
There is no reason why one should not 
drink milk or use cream at the same 
meal with grapefruit, orange or lem-

Ulcerated Tooth. 

Is it sdvisab’e for a dentist to try 
to cure an abscess at the root of a 
tooth without extracting the tooth, by 
treating the condition through the 
roots, when the abscess has discharged 
through the gum?—(D,. L. N.) 

Answer—For the acute “ulcerated 
tooth” (which is an abscess at the 
root of the tooth) generally extrac- 
tion is advisable ior relief of pain as 
well as for safety. In some cases of 
abscess the better dentists successful- 
ly treat the abscess through the root 
canal and save the tooth. It is a 
problem to be left to the dentist’s 
judgment in any case. ‘

Washington, April 12.—Another 
prominent railroad official, Julius 


Kruttschnitt, chairman of the South- | 
ern Pacific board, appeared today be- 
fore the senate interstate commerce | 
committee and vigurously denied state- 
ments by William G. McAdoo, former | 
director-general, that the railroads had | 
“broken down” under private opera- | 
tions and were returred to their own: | 
ers by the government in as good con- | 
dition as when taken over. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt quoted statements 
by Mr. McAdoo, former President 
Wilson, and other officials, that fed- 
eral control was adopted, not because 
of private breakdowns, but to obtain 
co-ordination of transportation during 
the war. 

“Two bad features that stood out 
prominently in the gcvernment opera- 
tion of railroads, which were respon- 
sible for most of its shortcomings and 
subjected it to most criticism,” said 
Mr. Kruttschnitt, “was extreme cen- 
tralization of authority, established py 
the first director (Mr. McAdoo), and 
attributable to his temperament and 
unwillingness to delegate adequate and 
necessary power to his local officers, 
and exessive and unintelligent stand- 
ardization. 

“To the first must be attributed 
the destruction of mcrale and discip- 
line, the teaching of labor to ignore 
and condemn their officers and to 
look to Washington to save them from 
punishment for neglect of duty and 
breaches of discipline, for increases of 
pay and indirect increases for serv- 
ice never performed, and double pay 
for the same hours of service, all of 
which produced pvor service and in- 
difference to the public. ‘The pub- 
lic be damned’ policy, unjustly and 
improperly accredited to private rail- 
road manageemnt, was inaugurated 
and worked to such an undreamed de- 
gree that at the end of the war the 
return of railroads to private man- 
agement was demanded by those who 
ig them, with substantial unanim- 
ity.” 

Mr. Kruttschnitt declared that Mr. 
McAdoo during federal control 
“placed his name on everything and 
everywhere, such as service blanks, 
menus, commutation and railroad tick- 
ets and even on circulars and notices 
posted in the toilets of passenger ve- 
hicles.” 

With respect to conditions of. the 
carriers as turned back, the witness 
asserted that “renewal of rails, ties 
und ballast were skimped to the dan- 
ger point,” and “the equipment scat- 
tered all over the United States, had 
been given scant aftention and was in 
the worst condition ever knuwn.”

DEATH OF W. E. CADLE 


A chemical analysis of the vital | 
organs of William E. Cadle, who died | 
at Grady hespital Tuesday under such 
unusual circumstances that the physi- 
cians were led to suspect the presence 
of poison, is now being made by Dr. 
Edgar Everhardt, state chemist, and 
a report is expected within a few days. 

Cadle walked into the hospital and 
asked to be given medical attention, 
saying that he was suffering with 
severe pains in the abdomen. Before 
anything could be done for him he fell 
to the floor in convulsion and died a 
few minutes later. An autopsy was 
performed and the vital organs re- 
moved and later turned over to Dr.

The theory that Cadle died as the 
result of excessive drinking is not be- 
ing worked upon by the detectives 
employed in the ease, it is said, be- 
eause it was generally Enown that the 
deceased was not a drinking man and 
hospital attendants found no indica- 
tions that he had been drinking at 
the time he walked into the hospital.

| WHAT’S WHAT

Saltcellars should not be placed on 
the table unless salt spoons are served 
with them. These are of silver, and 
as small as doll spoons.

use the tip of a teaspoon to convey 
a portion of the salt from the saltcellar 
to the side of his plate. Whenever it 
is necessary to sprinkle salt on the 
food, this, also, should be done with a 
spoon. It shows ignorance of good 
table manners to take the salt with the 
point of the knife, and to rattle it off 
noisily with the prongs of the fork.

THE ALTERNATING CURRENT TRANSFORMER—(Continued.) 
The voltage induced in the secondary winding of an alternating 
current transformer bears a direct relation to the voltage of the pri- 
mary winding. The ratio of transformation is very approximately the 
ratio of the turns in the secondary winding to the turns of the prifnary 
winding. For example if the turns in the secondary winding are one

hundred times more in number than the turns in the primar wind- 
ing, the induced voltage in the secondary winding will be approximately 
one hundred times greater than the impressed voltage in the primary- 
winding. 

If current is developed by the alternating current generator at a | 
frequency of 500 cycles per second and flows through the primary | 
winding, there will be 1,000 alternations per second of the magnetic | 
lines of force, generated by this curernt. The lines of force interlink | 
with the secondary winding and induce a current which alternates 
1,000 times per second. As explained above, if the turns in the 
secondary winding are greater in number thai the turuns in the 
primary winding, the transformer will “step-up” the voltage to a greatly | 
increased value. 

The closed core transformer may have an additiona] feature of 
design known as the magnetic leakage gap, as show in the following | 
diagram. 

The function of the magnetic leakage gap (M) is to prevent the | 
burning out of the coils of the transformer as under the conditions : 
of spark discharge in the ‘radio transmitter, the secondary winding | 

of the transformer is practically short | 
circuited when the transmitting key | 
closes the primary circuit. The sec- 
ondary winding, consequently, draws 
an abnormal current which is very | 
liable to burn out the coils. The 
ability of this gap to provide a path 
for magnetic leakage gives a _ practi- 
cally constant value to the self-induc- | 
tance of the primary winding and 
Gap. eliminates the danger to the coils | 
during the short periods when the. 

secondary winding is undergoing short circuit conditions. 

The open core transformer, also used in radio work, is described | 
as follows: The core is cylindrical in shape and composed of smiall | 
iron wires. Wound on the core, and insulated from it, is the primary | 
winding consisting of a few turns of fairly coarse wire. Covering the | 
primary winding is an insulating shield or tube over which the form | 
wound coils of the secondary winding are slipped. These secondary 
coils are in sections composed of many turns of fine wire and the 
various sections are connected in series. 

The auto transformer consists of a single coil of wire wound on 
an iron core and used for both the primary and secondary circuits. | 
By this method both the primary and secondary windings have turns 
in common. This type of transformer is not suited to the develop- 
ment of high voltage but with an air core may be used in the high | 
crequency oscillating circuits of the radio transmitter or receiver.

The best way to 
check up on this is to try out 
your set some time in the very 
early morning, as at that time the 
static is at its lowest point.

The 
other cause may be that you are 
situated near some high power 
line that only carried current at 
night, there may be a leaky insu- 
lator near your station, or possi- 
bly a defective arc light.

A great many amateurs use two 
sets this way, one for short waves 
and the other for long waves. In 
a set such as you have you are 
very apt to spoil it if you try to 
work on higher wave. These 
sets are Rsieratied to do certain 
work, and it is not advisable to 
change them.

teur knows that he cannot use his 
smull regenerative set for long-wave 
work, and consequently he cperates 
two sets. This is by far the best 
solution of the problem. The set 
may be worked out in such a 
that the same detector and amplifier 
may be used for both tuning units. 
Loading the Crystal Set. 

‘The crystal set is far easier to load 
because regeneratg’ is not re- 
sorted to. If a double or three slide 
tuning coil is used the problem is 
greatly simplified. In a case of this 
kind, whavis known as a loading coil 
may be easily built. This consists of 2 


' cardboard cylinder from twenty-four 
| to thirty-six inches long, wound with 


one layer of No. 22 insulated wire. As 


the wire is wound on the’cylinder, take 
off a tap about every ten turns, and 
lead it down to a multi-point switch at 
the base. Arrange the coil in such a 
way that it will stand erect with the 
taps at the bottom. Now connect the 
lower end of,the winding on the coil 
to the aerial and switch arm of the 
multi-point switch, to the tuning coil 
where the aerial was formerly con- 
By turning the multi-point 
switch so that more turns are added 


| into the aerial circuit, the wave length 


may be greatly increased. The exact 
number of turns necessary may be de- 
termined best by experimenting, and 
the operator will soon get to know ex- 
actly what to do in order to raise the 
wave length of the set. 
Honeycomb Coils on the Bulb Set. 

To return again to the set that em- 
ploys a ‘vacuum tube and regenera- 
tion the set will not load up very well, 
but there is a good chance for a little 
experimenting in this fieid. As a sug- 
gestion the ‘amateur might try put- 
ting honeycomb coils in series with 
the primary of the yvario coupler and 
also putting one in series with the 
secondary. With time for experimen- 
tation it is possible to werk out some 
scheme that may do very well, but 
owing to the different’ characteristics 
of regenerative sets no explicit direc- 
tions can be given.

WOULD GIVE HOOVER 
CONTROL OF WIRELESS

Washington, Apri] 12.—Secretary 
Hoover will be the “ether cop” for 
radiophone fans, if the bill that will 
probably be intreduced in congress 


as 


‘by the end of the week 1s passed, 


And the American smull boy, who 
inakes up most of the amateur class, 
will be protected to the fullest extent, 
it was vaid, in accordance with the 
expressed wishes of Hoover when he 
first called the radiophone conference 
to formulate the traffie rules of space. 

Representative Wallace H. White, 
Jr., of Maine, who is framing the bill, 
in un exelusive interview with the 
United News, said that be was taking 
into consideration not only the de- 
mands of the small boy and grownup 
amateurs but the demands of the ra- 
dio art itself, “which is too flexible 
at this time to be regulated by any 
rigid laws.” 

Takes Responsibility. 

As chairman of the legal committee 
of Hoover's conference, White has 
taken full responsibility to launch the 
bill as quickly as possible in the house. 
Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, also a 
member of that legal committee, ex- 
pects to pilot the bill when it reaches 
the upper chamber, 

‘““We propose to change the existing 
radio law as little as possible,’ White 
said. “But we do want to make sure 
that the secretary of commerce has 
ample powers so that he may classify 
radiophone broadcasting stations, as- 
sign bands of wave-lengths, and, gen- 
erally speaking, eliminate interference 
of stations of the same class of service 
with each other, and among stations 
of various classes of service, in so far 
as is possible. 

“Then, too, we want to include these 
two provisions: 

_ “1. That the granting of licenses 
is Within the discretion of the secre- 
tary of commerce, and that it ip not 
mandatory upon him to issue a license 
upon anybody’s application, 

“2. Phat the power of revocation 
is to be assured the secretary, to 
eliminate such stations as may be du- 


plicating a given service or in other! 


ways unduly interfering. 
No Special Privileges. 

“We hope that the bill, when passed, 
will include a provision that no in- 
dividual or corporation shall get the 
vested right in any wave-length as- 
signed to that particular glass of indi- 
vidual or corporation.” 

- During Hoover's radiophone confer- 
ence the proposition of re-allocating 
broadeasting stations to relieve the 
congestion now existing around New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco was 
advanced. This proposition, White 
said, would not be disposed of in the 
new hill, because of constantly increas- 
ing developments in the art.

‘Cut in Prices Chief Cause 
Of Low Value ot Exports 


Reduction in prices is one of the chief causes of the fact that the 
value of finished manufactures exported from the United States was 
only $92,000,000 in January, 1922, against $299,000,000 in January, 1921. 
In many articles, says the Trade Record of the National City Bank of 
New York, the 1922 fall-off was entirely due to the lower prices at 
which they were valued in the official export statement, and in most 
other cases the percentage of fall in values is much larger than in 
quantity. Lumber exports, for example, show an increase of 70 per 
cent in quantity when comparing January, 1922, with January, 1921, 
but the 1922 value of lumber exported is slightly less than in 1921. Re- 
fined sugar exports in January, 1922( show an increase of 150 per 
cent quantity and but 5 per cent in values when compared with the 
same month of last year; cotton cloths show a reduction of 17 per 
cent in quantity and 50 per cent in value; mineral oils a reduction of 
24 per cent in quantity and 50 per cent in value, while iron and steel 
sheets show an actual increase of 36 per cent in quantity and an actual 
reduction of 25 per cent in total value.

Strict 
guard is being maintained at all prob- 
able danger points, while material and 
equipment to handle any emergency 
has been placd at strategic points.

WILMETH CLEARED 
IN BOARD REPORT 


Washington, April 12.—In support 
of its Protest agzinst the recent dis- 
missal of Director Wilmeth and oth- 
er officials of the bureau of engrav- 
ing, the Nationa! Federation of Fed- 
eral Employees today made _ public 
what was said: to be a written report 
by a treasury commission last July, 
and approved by Secretaty Mellon, ex- 
onerating Mr. Wilmeth and the bu- 
reau managemest generally from 
charges of ‘unfairness. 

The commissicn, of which Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency Crissinger was 
chairmar. was appointed as a result of 
protests from bureau employees who 
were discharged by Director Wilmeth 
early lust year ini a general readjust- 
ment of personne:. In the course of 
the investigation many affidavits mak- 
ing charges against the director were 
filed with the commission. Among 
the reports which have circulated 
among government employees recently, 
the federation cfiicials said, was one 
that the director’s dismissal two 
weeks xgo really resulted from these 
charges. 

As made pubi:ie today by the federa- 
tion, the commission’s report set forth 
that the course adopted by the direc- 
tor in reducing the bureau force last 
year resulted from “ah urgent neces- 
sity,” that “@he reduction was a real 
mee and not, a yretended one for the 
purpose cf putting other more favored 
employees in ‘the places of those re- 
leased,”’ and that “said protests, and 
all of them shouid be disallowed and 
that the application of the protestants 
or any vf them, for immediate rein- 
statement shoui not receive favorable 
considerzu tion.”
